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Reed moves to keep grad student grant programs in place 


Student protest

Cal State University Chancellor 
Charles Reed moved yesterday to 
keep graduate student State University 
Grants (SUGs) in place for the 2012-13 


academic year, after speculation that 
some grants would be eliminated. 

Reed and all 23 CSU presidents met 
for their regular bimonthly meeting 
in Long Beach, where they discussed 
a broad range of issues, including the 
status of SUGs, which provide tuition 
assistance to roughly 20,000 low-in- 
come graduate students. 


Campus financial aid offices were . 


notified yesterday that 2012-13 finan- 
cial aid packages for graduate students 
would include SUGs, according to Erik 
Fallis, CSU spokesman. 

But Cal State Long Beach Presi- 


dent F. King Alexander said that even 
though the grants are secure for one 


more year, 
potential

“This [discussion] was just to figure 
out how we survive next year and in 


coming years,” Alexander said.

ed Auto Workers 4123, an organiza- 
tion representing graduate assistants, 


teaching associates, and instructional 
student assistants, brought a petition 
with 2,500 signatures to the meeting in 
hopes of convincing Reed to keep all 
graduate student SUGs in place. 

The group of about 30 students 
from various CSU campuses, includ- 
ing San Francisco State, demanded to 
speak with Chancellor Reed. Instead, 
Executive Vice Chancellor Benjamin 
Quillian broke the news they had been 
waiting for.

Professor overcomes obstacles to lose weight

Two years ago Nancy Adams, a 
high school drop out turned Cal State 
Long Beach professor, decided she 
had one more challenge to conquer: 
her lifelong battle with obesity. 

Diet after diet had failed,.and she 
knew that losing weight would be 
a big challenge. But challenges are 
nothing new to Adams. 

When Adams was 17, she dropped 
out of high school to care for her two 
small children.

The Cal State University system and 
Cal State Long Beach President F. King 
Alexander ‘are speaking out against a 
new bill that could give students the fi- 
nal say in establishing mandatory fees 
on CSU campuses. 

Last week, the bill, Senate Bill 960, 
passed through California’s Senate 
Education Committee. It was first pro- 
posed in January and amended in Feb- 
ruary. On Tuesday, it was amended in 


-the Senate again and re-referred to the 


Committee on Appropriations. 
The bill, authored by Sen. Michael J. 
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educational goals on hold as she 
worked as a bartender and waitress 
for more than 20 years while she 
raised her children almost entirely 
by herself.

tional but also educational to the stu- 
dents who take her classes. She uses 
her younger self as an example of the 
type of people that social workers try 
to help. 

- “T ask my students: If this story 
was in front of you, what questions 
would you ask them?” Adams said. 


“How would you help them? My sto- 
ty teaches these students to keep an 
open mind and that they really have 
to hear people’s ‘stories to be able to 
help them.” 

Adams decided in December 
2010 that it,was time to take on 
the challenge of losing weight. 

“I wanted to be in better 
shape,” Adams said. “And I felt 
that weight was the one thing in 
my life that I hadn’t been able to 
conquer.” 

Sixteen months ago, Adams 
decided to have bariatric weight 
loss surgery to jump-start her 
weight loss efforts. However, 
the surgery was just a part of her 

commitment to leading a healthier 
lifestyle. 

“IT went to 12 group sessions that = 
were meant to prepare us both men- 
tally and physically,” Adams said.

vote before establishing a fee, but the 
role of students is advisory and the 
presidents and CSU chancellor make 
the final decisions. 
According to CSU spokesman Erik 
Fallis, one reason the CSU is opposing 
SB 960 is because it wants to preserve its 
current relationship with student leaders. 
He cited the ability of Associated 
Students Inc. to represent students and 
student interests both independently 
and together with CSU leaders. The 
CSU is concerned about anything that 
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would change that balance. 

“The dynamic of shared governance 
has been one that is good for the system 
and students in general,” Fallis said. 

The CSULB ASI Lobby Corps is 
keeping an eye on the bill, but ASI has 
not officially taken a stance on it, ac- 
cording to ASI Vice President Stephen 
Thomas. 

“Although the spirit of the bill would 
benefit students tremendously, the text 
of the bill appears to be too ambiguous 
and, from my interaction, I was able to

- due to a lack of funding by the state, and 


suggests a better bill would be one that al- 
locates more state money to schools. 

“We would not have to raise tuition 
and fees one dime if they would invest 
small amounts of state funding in our 
students,’ Alexander said via email. 
“This could let state legislators off the 
hook so they could continue to cut pub- 
lic funding to protect their re-elections 
and then blame the colleges and uni- 
versities for not providing access to all 
courses and progtams.”

LOS ANGELES (MCT) — Dick 
Clark, the youthful-looking television 
personality who literally introduced 
rock ’n’ roll to much of the nation on 
“American Bandstand” and for four 
decades was the first and last voice 
many Americans heard each year with 
his New Year’s Eve countdowns, died 
Wednesday. He was 82. 

Clark died after suffering a heart at- 
tack following an outpatient procedure 
at St. John’s Hospital in Santa Monica, 
according to a statement by his long- 
time publicist, Paul Shefrin. Clark’s 
health had been in question since a 2004 
stroke affected his speech and mobility, 
but that year’s Dec. 31 countdown was 
the only one he missed since he started 
the annual rite during the Nixon years. 

With the exception of Elvis Pres- 
ley, Clark was considered by many to 
be the person most responsible for the 
bonfire spread of rock ’n’ roll across the 
country in the late 1950s. “Bandstand” 
gave fans a way to hear and see rock’s 


. emerging idols in a way that radio and 


magazines could not. It made Clark a 
household name and gave him the foun- 
dation for a shrewdly pursued broad- 
casting career that made him wealthy, 
powerful and present in American tele- 


vision for half a century. 

Nicknamed “America’s oldest teen- 
ager” for his fresh-scrubbed look, Clark 
and “American Bandstand” not only 
gave young fans what they wanted, it 
gave their parents a measure of assur- 
ance that this new music craze was not 
as scruffy or as scary as they feared. 
Buttoned-down and always upbeat, 
polite and polished, Clark came across 
more like an articulate graduate student 
than a carnival barker. 

He helped transform rock ’n’ roll into 
a cultural force, and in the beginning 
he did it by introducing artists such as 
Chuck Berry, Bill Haley and the Com- 
ets, James Brown, Buddy Holly and the 
Everly Brothers for the first time. All 
made their national television debuts on 
“Bandstand.” 

As the music matured through the 
years, Clark played a potent role in star- 
shaping, and the Mamas and the Papas 
and Madonna would join the long and 
eclectic list of performers who got that 
first big boost on “Bandstand.” Clark 
himself joined many of his show’s 
guests in 1993 when he was inducted 
into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame.

very effective,’ UAW 4123 President 
Rich Anderson said.

“T am so glad to hear that Chancellor 
Reed and the CSU Presidents continue 
to support graduate students and their 
departments,” Leventhal said via email.

would affect individual students.” 

Tristan Grigoleit, a psychology 
graduate student at CSULB, said he 
signed Leventhal’s petition the minute 
he found out about it. 

“Graduate students are vocal,” 
Grigoleit said. ““We’re very stubborn. My 
continuation in this program is contin- 
gent upon being able to secure [grants].” 
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Wouldn’t it be nice if students 
had a say in the campus-based fees 
universities tack on tuition every year? 
Well, this dream may soon become a 
reality. A California senator is pushing 
legislation that would require student 
approval of campus-based fees at Cal 
State 
Universi- 
ties. 

The 
bill, which reached the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee last week, would 
call for all campus-based fees to pass 
through a vote by the student body 
or through a committee of appointed 
student representatives. 

The campus-based fees include 
funding for student photo ID cards, 
instructional materials, health services 
and facility fees. However, tuition 
would still be setup by the CSU Board 
of Trustees. 

Currently, the Board of Trustees is 
required to consult with students about 
adding new campus-based fees. But 
they are not obliged to abide by student 
opinion. This bill would change that. 

If passed, this would not be the 
first time’ students voted on various 
campus-based fees. The Student Rec- 
reation and Wellness Center was voted 
upon and approved by students. 

There are concerns for having stu- 
dents vote for all campus-based fees. 
Many campus-based fees are already ~ 
paired: with student government elec- 
tions to cut down on campaign costs. 

If every single minor fee adjust- 
ment had to be brought to a student 
vote, it could become time consuming 
and cost more money. There would be

In order for this bill to work logistically and financially, there 
will have to be an efficient way for getting students to vote. 

Maybe those in charge of planning the various student fees will 
have to be more prepared and come up with a list of new fees to be 


Also, it will be difficult for all students to be knowledgeable 
on what they are voting for. Especially if new campus-based fee 
campaigns are rolling out often, voting for each campus-based fee 
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voted on at the end of each semester. 
Campaigns can run for the entire semester to inform students 
of which campus-based fees are most important to vote for. Our 


elected student officials in ASI could back certain fees they feel are 


mandatory or most beneficial to the campus, and perhaps it could 


help sway the student vote. 


Passing this bill would be a huge step toward improving student 
involvement on CSU campuses. It does put more responsibility on 
students, but when it comes to the issue of their own money and 
how it is spent, students should step up for this opportunity. 


CSU should not take grants away from graduate students 


They won’t be taken away next academic year 
but cutting graduate student grants is the last 
thing the Cal State University should do. Raise 
tuition, cut classes, layoff lecturers but don’t 
take grants away from people who are helpless 
without them. If anything should be subsidized 
and I believe very little should that thing should 
be education. 

The CSU has raised undergraduate tuition 
every year I’ve attended Cal State Long Beach 
and contrary to popular belief they fave done 
this to increase access — to allow more people 
to attend its campuses. Yes, some people — like 
me — had to take out extra loans and had to pay 
more to go school but others benefited from these 
increases. 

For every dollar we paid in tuition increases 
33 cents went to university grants. This is exactly 
why raising tuition is better than cutting grants 
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and better than cutting classes. 

If the university system raises tuition we’ll pay 
more, and some students will subsidize others but 
with hard work we’ll all still graduate. If the sys- 
tem cuts our classes it will take us a little longer 
to graduate but with the same hard work we'll all 
still graduate. But, if the system cuts our grants 
some people will never graduate, they'll never 
reach their potential and as a 
result our economy will never 
produce at its full potential. 

The CSU has understood 
this and I believe it continues 
to. But, under the direction of Gov. Jerry Brown 
and as tool to manipulate voters into voting for 
tax increases this November, the CSU is cutting 
— cutting classes, cutting enrollment and now 
re-evaluating financial aid policy. 

If it hurts, our elected officials think, we'll 
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cough up the money to make it stop. This would 
make some sense if the CSU were pegged to 
receive a bulk of Brown’s tax increases but that’s 
far from the case. Instead, California students are 
being used as a sacrifice on the altar of govern- 
ment spending. And, after our class sections CSU 
graduate students seem to be next up for slaughter. 

Over $600 million of Brown’s midyear $1 bil- 
lion dollar budget cut was applied 
to education. 

The governor slashed the 
University of California and the 
CSU by $100 million each, K-12 


schools by $327 million and community colleges ~ 


by $102 million. 


On that same day the governor told media ata _ 


news conference, “Nemo dat [quod] non habet,” a 
Latin phrase that means, “no man can give what 
he does not have,” and he went on to say “the 
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state cannot give what it does not have.” 

Although he was quick to evoke a Latin 
proverb, Brown forgot an important one from his 
native language: If you teach a man to fish, you'll 
feed him for a lifetime. 

Public education is the state’s equivalent to 
teaching its population how to fish. An educated 
populace will work for itself; it will not rely on 
its government. An uneducated populace will be 
dependent on its government and rely on the work 
of others. 

Cut entitlements, cut public pensions, limit the 
size and scope of our government but don’t take 
our education away. Don’t take the only opportu- 
nity we have to be self-reliant. The only opportu- 
nity we have not be reliant on you.

The main purpose of the pop up gal- 
leries is to bring the art to students, 
Flores said. 

“Access is defiantly important,” 
Flores said. “People on campus feel in- 
timidated. They are spaces that people 
would not regularly walk into.” 


She hopes to encourage students to con- 
sider walking into other galleries, such as 
the spaces on campus, which are held ev- 
ery week in the Fine Arts Buildings, and 
exhibits in the Long Beach community. 

The gallery resembles a torn-out wall 
of an exhibit. Two large white boards, 
built by Flores’s brother Martin Donsa, 
stand next to each other and display dif- 
ferent types of artwork, ranging from 
texturized paintings to crisp graphic 
design prints. 

Drawing and Painting senior in the 
Bachelor of Fine Arts Program, Sonia 
Otero, submitted two of her most recent 
paintings, which are going to be used 
as inspiration for her final senior proj- 
ect. The small canvases only take up 
less than one-third of one of the white 
walls, but hold promising prospects for 
the finished product. . 

“The theme focuses on the construc- 


tion and reconstruction of architec- 
ture,” Otero said. 

Cool tones of dark blues and forest 
greens make the harsh use of straight- 
edged lines and geometrical figures easi- 
er on the eye. The geometry is not meant 


‘to recreate any specific architectural 


structures, Otero said. Rather, it stresses 
the idea that she wants to get across. 

“[The theme] is destroying history 
but recreating something new,” she 
said. “I use transparent painting to dis- 
play a sense of time.” 

According to a recent press release, 
the same collection of student works 
can be viewed throughout the week 
with the last appearance on Thursday 
in the central quad during 11 a.m. to 
3 p.m.

Authorship played with in galleries

Sophomore graduate student Annellie Mcken- 
zie incorporates gender roles and rules of author- 
ship into the world of conceptual art in an orga- 
nized collection entitled “A One to Four.” 

The exhibit in the Merlino gallery features 
three abstract mixed media paintings by McKen- 
zie and three other traditional landscape pieces 
by David De Boer. But who really created these 
paintings? 

“This show contrasts two artists showing au- 
thorship in two different ways,” said McKenzie, an 
MFA Drawing and Painting major. “One is giving 
credit to the original artist and the other is not.” 

McKenzie continued to say that all of the pieces 
in the gallery were commissioned, meaning that 
the creator was compensated for the work, some- 
what like the “hired help.” 

She then plays with the roles of gender to 
discuss why she chose not to accredit the cre- 
ator and claim it as her own. De Boer’s pieces 
display a placard the attributes the piece to a 
Mr. Chen, while Mckenzie’s pieces have no at- 
tribution. : 

“I commissioned Steve Roden, an accom- 
plished, famous, male artist, and chose to not 
give him an attribution,” McKenzie said. “David 
doesn’t name himself in this show. He names Mr. 
Chen the [original artist].” 

The three abstract mixed media pieces hang 


from the walls in bright, contrasting colors with a 
lot of texture applied with sparkle and fiber. These 
pieces are incorporated next to a more traditional, 
old-fashioned method of painting that showed in- 
tricate detail into the guns, coats and dogs within 
the landscape. 

Two very different art forms neither comple- 
ment each other nor hinder the integrity of any 
individual painting, but they do look like they be- 
long in two completely different shows. 

The idea behind commissioning an accom- 
plished artist to do her paintings was to make it 
pass for her own work, Mckenzie said. She of- 
fered him a lot of extensive and detailed instruc- 
tion as to how she wanted the paintings, and then 
leaves it up to the audience to decide the value of 
the painting. 

“In the art world people expect men to create 
everything themselves and see them as soul art 
genius,” Mckenzie said. “Women are criticized for 
doing the same thing.” 

She alludes to art history and a piece entitled 
“The dinner party” by Judy Chicago. The instal- 
lation took the involvement of numerous volun- 
teers under the supervision of Chicago, and she 
later was chastised for not naming all of her vol- 
unteers. 

While contributing to the project, De Boer was 
told that he should take credit as sole author of the 
pieces done by Mr. Chen because that would “co- 
incide more with art history,” implying that men 
are welcome to take full credit for commissioned 
work while women are not. 

McKenzie says the point of a conceptual show 
is that the aesthetics lose their importance. It’s no 
longer about how beautiful or unique the painting

or drawing is. It’s about the idea and how the art 
is conveying it. 


“T want people to decide for themselves. Do > 


they see-a one-person exhibit, a two-person ex- 
hibit or a four-person exhibit?” Mckenzie said. “I 
want people to question themselves about who is 
allowed to take credit for the work and who should 


be attributing their work.”

The Long Beach State softball team 
will be on the road for the second con- 
secutive week, as it will make the short 
trip up to Cal State Northridge to face 
the Matadors in a three-game Big West 
Conference series. 

After taking two of three from Da- 
vis last weekend, the 49ers (18-21, 6-3 
Big West) are one game behind the Uni- 
versity of the Pacific and remain in the 
thick of the race for the conference title. 

The series against Northridge (8-31, 
3-6 Big West) provides an opportunity 
for the ‘Niners to take at least a share of 
the Big West lead from Pacific, which 
faces UC Santa Barbara this weekend. 

“Our goal is always to win a confer- 
ence championship and that’s what our 
goal is this year,’ LBSU head coach 
Kim Sowder said. “Everybody knows 
that and we’ve talked about that, but our 
focus is to play good softball.” 

She added: “We can’t really worry 
about anything down the road or where 
anybody else is at.”

The 49ers will rely on their pitch- 
ing as usual. Starters sophomore Erin 
Jones-Wesley and senior Taylor Petty 
have a combined 1.63 ERA with 55 
strikeouts over 60 innings in Big West 
play, and Jones-Wesley is coming off of 
a three-hit shutout last weekend against 
UC Davis. 

“T thought Erin pitched her best game 
of the season on Saturday,” Sowder 
said. “It was really easy, quick innings 
on defense. She was jumping ahead of 
batters and hitting her locations. With 
some zip on the ball.” 

When the ball is hit in play, Jones: 
Wesley and Petty have the conference’s 
top-ranked defense there to back them 
up. 

“We’ve gotten pretty comfortable 
with our defense and our pitching is do-

ing well,” Sowder said. “We just need to* 


continue to get the timely hits. I think 
that’s going to be the key for us — com- 
ing through in the clutch situations.” 

LBSU has left a staggering amount 
of runners on base as of late.

“Hitting- 
wise, certain players need to make an 
adjustment and work on things to get 
their confidence up for this weekend.” 


She added: “I feel good about the 
way the team is playing right now. We 
just have to. keep playing one game at 
a time and win every game — that’s the 
bottom line.”, 

The 49ers will play a doubleheader 
on Saturday and close out the series 
with a game at noon on Sunday.
